GALLEY BOY RESCUED 
BY SUBMARINE’S “CREW 
-AFTER SHIP 1S TORPEDOED 


LONDON, Nov. 1 (AP). 


WENTY-EIGHT men were 

lost when the Canadian 
_™” freighter St. Malo was 
sunk by torpedoes, it was dis- 
closed here last night. The 
time and place of the attack 
were not given out. 

Sixteen survivors, including 
Galleyhboy Joseph Hazel of 
Windsor, Ont., have reached a 
United Kingdom port. Hazel 
said he was thrown into the 
sea and swam until exhausted. 
Then the submarine broke the 
surface beside him and German 
seamen took him aboard, gave 
him a glass of rum and put 
him in a lifebodt with a gift 
of cigarettes. The submarine 
crew shouted “good luck” and 
moved off to shell the St. Malo 
with a deck gun to make sure 
it sank. 

Hazel said that in the half- 
hour he was aboard the. subma- 
rine, he became convinced it 
was an Italian craft,- but he 
declared the crew was German. 


Roy 
dicombe, 24 years old, and. Robert 
George Tapscott, 19, were believed 
to be the only survivors of the 5596- 
ton freighter Anglo-Saxon, sudtk 
by a Nazi raider about 500 miles 
southeast of the Azores Aug. 21. 

Propped up in bed, Widdicombe, 
who lost 80 pounds during the:

9| vited “these bellicose Americans” 
Mio furnish “one single, concrete, 
documented proof” of this menace. 
He repeated, however, that Italy 
was not interested in the outcome 
of the United States’ presidential 
election. 
Gayda followed these charges 
with citations of speeches and ac- 
tions of Hull, President Roosevelt, 
Henry C. Morgenthau Jr., Secretary 
of the Treasury; William C. Bullitt, 
Ambassador to France; William 
‘Allen White,-editor of the Emporia 
(Kan.) Gazette, Senators and other

The capital, which had a com- 
paratively quiet night last night, 
underwent two alarms this fore- 
noon, but both were brief and Brit- 
ish fighters in each case were re- 
ported to have turned back the 
attacking planes. 

In a later raid several bombs 
were dropped on London’s out- 
skirts. One demolished a house, 
but all the occupants apparently 
had taken shelter. 

One day raider which dropped 
bombs near an East Anglian vil- 
lage, causing a number of casual- 
ties, was reported brought down at 
sea.

When he exhibited a newspaper 
eontaining one of the advertise- 
ments, and the audience booed loud 
and long, he shouted: 
“Don’t waste that energy on 
good radio time! Save it for elec- 
tion day.” 

_ Reads an Advertisement. 
He read the advertisement, which 
‘was addressed to the “Young Men 
Subject to the Draft,” and the stb- 
stance of which was that the re- 


election . of President Roosevelt 
would take the United States into 
the war. $ 


“That is as untrue as it is ma- 
licious, unjustified and unpratiot- 
ic,” he said. “Mr. Willkie knows 
it is the most shameful, unpatri- 
otic and low appeal for votes ever 
indulged in by any candidate at 
any time.” 

He said that a campaign “of 
frightfulnmess of this kind” disre- 
gards the best interests of .the 
country, “seeks to disunite people 
and even goes so far as to create, 
not only fear, but prejudice and 
dissension in the American army 
itself.” .- 

“If Mr. Willkie continues this 
kind of: campaign,” he continued, 
“there is only one thing now left 
for him to do, that is to invite 
the aggressor countries in the 
event of his election to occupy 
bases along the Atlantic coast and 
even the Pacific coast, to continue 
to belittle the national defense, and 
to put-the aggressor countries in 
a position to dictate to the United 
States.” | 
“No candidate for the presidency 
has ever stooped to anything as 
contemptible as that advertise- 
ment,” he said. “Under normal 
conditions we would not see the 
sordid practices we now see, and 
I charge they are with the knowl- 
edge and consent of the _ utility 
candidate. I am prepared for any 
‘kind of skullduggery from a utility 
man.” 

Shows Folded Dollar Bill. 

He next startled his audience, 
when holding up a skillfully folded 
$1. bill in the form of a letter W. 
He said that it had been given to 
him. by Frank D. Sullivan, secre- 
tary of the St. Louis Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, who had told 
him the bills in that form were 
being circulated to voters by Re- 
publican workers with the admoni- 
tion “not to forget Willkie on elec- 
ition day.” 

The audience did not grasp the 
meaning of his action and words 
for a moment, but when it did 
there was an almost unanimous 
booing. When the noise subsided, 
LaGuardia continued: 

“The utilities think they can buy 
anything. They think they can 
buy elections. I don’t think they 
can. This looks like the work of 
an advertising agency, accustomed 
to doing any kind of work for a 
utility company.” He then read a 
letter he had written to the Board 
of Police Commissioners, offering 
to pay $100 fer information as to 
where the “Willkie dollars” were 
prepared. Mayor Dickmann stepped 
to the microphone and added his 
$100 to the offer. 


Integrity of Government. 


LaGuardia then charged that 
Willkie in a speech Oct. 9 had at- 
tacked the integrity of the United 
States Government by a statement 
that those who had been paying 
money into the Social Security fund 
would never get their principal un- 
less Roosevelt was defeated. 
“Maybe Mr. Willkie was talking 
about bankrupt utility companies,’ 
he seid. “That statement impugns 
the honor and integrity of the 
American Government, which has 
never repudiated a legal or moral 
obligation. In his complete ignor- 
ance of moral affairs, he thought 
he was attacking the President. He 
did not know he was attacking the 
American people and their repre- 
sentatives in Congress. If he had 
made that statement about a sol- 
vent insurance company in my 
State he could haye been indicted, 
arrested and sent to jail.

“IT am deeply concerned with the 
threatened withdrawal of $100,000 
of Federal funds,” Stark said in 
his letter to McKittrick, “which 
would seriously disrupt the pro- 
gram of maternal and child health 
aid in Missouri, carried on under 
the supervision of the State Board 
of Health.” 

“Extremely Regrettable.” 

“It is my understanding,” Stark 
gaid, “that this program will stop 
tomorrow, Nov. 1, due to failure 
of the Board of Health, acting 
upon your advice, to establish a 
merit system. In my opinion it 
would be extremely regrettable if 
failure to comply with requirements 
of the Federal Government in this 
regard resulted in depriving needy 
mothers and children of vital health 
care.”

Mayor Kiel appointed him Marshal 
early in 1921. He was Sheriff in 
1925-28; in that office he voluntar- 
ily waived fees in excess of $10,000, 
as his predecessor, George W.

But once the election is over 
this tabooed subject will emerge 
as the most urgent of the domestic 
issues before the people. 

The problem is how to get quick- 
er deliveries from the plants which 
now have the defense contracts and 
how to get quicker results in ex- 
panding old plants and in building 
new ones. The answer is that 
among all the things it would be 
desirable to do, the one thing which 
will certainly produce the greatest 
and quickest practical results is 
to increase. the number of hours 
worked per week. For American 
industry is now working on a short- 
er schedule of hours per week than 
is the industry of any other nation. 
The experience of every other coun- 
try proves that a 40-hour week can 
be lengthened, and more goods 
turned out more quickly, . without 
impairing the health or the effi- 
ciency of the workers. 

This was admitted. by all con- 
cerned when recently the hours of 
work in government arsenals were 
increased from 40 to 48. 


. * = 

S a matter of fact, labor itself 
does not regard the short 40- 
hour week,. which is now fixed by 
law and union agreements, as a 
measure to prevent men from over- 
working. No one seriously con- 
cerned with the question has ever 
contended that the rule is meant 
to protect men from working more 
than 40 hours; the purpose of the 
rule is not to limit, hours but to 
increase wages by the payment of a 
higher hourly rate for overtime. 

It is important to fix this clearly 
in mind. For it proves that there 
is no objection in principle and no 
objection as a matter of social 
policy to a longer working week. 
If the national interest calls for a 
longer working week to speed up 
production, there is nothing in the 
rule which says that a longer 
working week would be unjust to 
labor or would impair the health 
and the efficiency of the workers. 
What the rule says is that above 
the fixed minimum labor is -enti- 
tled to extra compensation. 

If it is decided, and it. ought 
promptly to be decided, that .-for 
the period of the emergency a long- 
er working, week is needed, «. then 
the real problem is how this extra 
production is to be financed. It 
would be easy enough to appropri- 
ate more money to cover any 


[A ite’ proauc all are agreed that 


amvuunt of time-and-a-half or dou- 
ble time, and if. this were done the 
weekly pay envelopes would con- 
tain a lot more money. But it is 
plain that if labor started to spend 
all this‘ money, the time would soon 
come when the greatly increased 
demand for consumer's goods 
would cause the cost of living to 
rise. Very quickly, then, the high- 
er earnings would buy no more 
than the present earnings of labor, 
probably less. Labor, and every 
one who has a bank account, an 
insurance policy, a pension, or a 
fixed income of any kind would 
be caught in .a vicious spiral of 
inflation. 


HE real question, therefore, is 
Trew to lengthen the working 

week and yet to preserve: the 
rights of labor without cheating la- 
bor through a drastic rise in the 
cost of living. Though there are sev- 
eral ways in which the question 
can be answered, in the last analy- 
sis they all come down to the same 


work cannot be spent during the 
period of the emergency. The Unit- 
ed States can certainly arm without 
sacrificing any of the real neces- 
saries of life. But it cannot arm 
rapidly and on a great scale and at 
the same time rapidly and on a 
great Scale increase the standard of 
life. Anyone who says this is pos- 
sible is talking politics and not the 
truth, and anyOdOne who does in this 
emergency increase his, normal 
standard of life ought to be very 
uncomfortable when he thinks of 
the men who are already at sea 
with the fleet, the men now in the 
army and the air force, the men 
who will be called to the training 
camps. 

There are several ways in which 
a longer working week can be had 
without inflating the cost of living. 
Labor can agree to suspend for the 
period of the emergency some part 
of the extra pay for overtime. Or 
labor can agree to a graduated 
emergency tax on excess earnings. 
Or, a plan might be worked out, 
similar to one suggested by Mr. J. 
M. Keynes, in England, under which 
labor would agree not to spend now 
but instead to invest its excess earn- 
ings in Government bonds and in 


isecurities certified as designed to 


finance the expansion of necessary 
industries. Or the Government can 
prevent a sudden increase of con- 
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sumption by rationing the more lux- 
urious forms of consumption. Or, 
as is most probable and desirable, 
the problem can be met by applying 
moderately a mixture of some or all 
of these methods. The problem of 
means is soluble provided the end 
is clearly kept in mind—namely, 
that during the emergency it is 
necessary to do more work and not 
to increase consumption.

HIS great contribution by labor 
to the national defense is, with 
the exception only of that of the 
men in the armed forces, the great- 
est contribution which can be made 
by any members of the community.

greater than in the course of the 
war, at the moment.

path of Nazi aggression.” 

The significance of the declara- 
tion of Willkie and of Roosevelt’s 
Boston speech are enhanced, the 
Telegraph writes, by the broadcast 
of Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy 
whose testimony, that of one who

THE GREEKS — Months ago 
they held staff conferences with 
British officers and laid defensive 
plans on the basis of help from 
England and Turkey. At the time 
of the Italian demands they must 
have known that the amount of 
that help could be insignificant. 
How could any military leader in 
his senses take the Greek army, 
which has barely enough artillery 
to equip two full divisions, into ac- 
tion against the full strength of 
Italy? How could he hope to de- 
fend Salonika, a place strong, in- 
deed, but impossible to hold with 
much less than 10 divisions? Sure- 
ly England cannot spare this many 
and Turkey will not; and the 
Greeks could have had as easy a 
peace as Rumania by not fight- 
ing. 

THE BRITISH—Their obvious 
line would seem to be throwing as 
many bombing planes as they could 
spare into attacks on Italian com- 
munication and concentration 
points in Albania. The roads are 
not many and a little bombing 
would do a lot of damage. The 
only reports of such action come 
from Salonika and are not con- 
firmed. 

More singular still is the report 
from Corfu that Italian transports 
steamed into Port Edda. The Adri- 
atic is a stormy sea and it is in 
easy airplane range of bases on the 
Italian side. Still, if sea power is 
good for anything, it at least ought 
to harry transports crossing in day- 
light. 4

Port Edda, a six or seven-hour 
trip even for a fast transport. If 
the waters of the straits are too 
dangerous for heavy ships, light 
cruisers and destroyers at least 
might try something.

THE TURKS—What do they 
hope to save by not helping the 
Greeks? Their army is not of the 
first class, except as to morale 
and the training of some units. 
But in the mountains of Epirus, 
in the ring round Salonika, they 
might conceivably stop the Ital- 
ians. But with the Fascists once 
installed at that port and the 
Germans at the mouth of the 
Danube, Turkey: is subject to a 
crushing nutcracker offensive, the 
if-vorite double envelopment of Axis 
strategy. Surely, it must be obvi- 
ous to the Turkish military lead- 
ers that a victory over Greece can 
lead to nothing but demands on 
their own country against which 
they could not then defend them- 
selves. 

THE RUSSIANS—The _ theory 
that Stalin has made a deal with 
Hitler by which the Germans are 
to have control of the Dardanelles 
in return for a Russian free hand 
in the direction of Iran and the 
Persian Gulf is interesting and 
plausible. Doubtless Stalin would 
like to have a foothold there, but 
any military man in Russia could 
tell Stalin that he would be giv- 
ing a suit of clothes of a shoe- 
string to gain his gulf port at the

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THE BUSINESS BOOM. 

First Mr. Willkie tells us that the President is 
trying to sail into a third term on a war boom. Then 
he tells us that Mr. Roosevelt’s defense efforts are 
mere boondoggling. 

Fortunately, the facts and the figures are ready 
to hand. By an easy reference to the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s production index, we were able to show 
the other day that under this administration there 
has been a steady improvement in our economy, ex- 
cept for the recession brought on by the no-spending 
experiment of 1937. The upward trend was resumed 
after that unfortunate interlude, and the United 
States was doing very nicely before most of us had 
even considered the possibility.of a war boom. The 
graphs had moved up to the 1929 levels. True, that 
was not high enough, but they were, and still are, 
on their way up. 

This rise now threatens to pick up speed. That 
is because of defense orders. Their effect is just be- 
ginning to be felt. That was brought out yesterday 
by the St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank’s report for 
late September and early October. Steel production, 
for example, now stands at 82.5 per cent of capacity 
and no doubt will go higher. However, the report 
also indicates that it has risen only 5.5 per cent 
since September, 1939. Our present prosperity is, 
therefore, solid enough—certainly much more solid 
than the speculative prosperity of 1929. 

The figures show that busin was good and 
getting better long before a war world gave it 
a shot of armaments strychnine.

They like to ride the coattails of a national 
administration whenever possible, for the sake of 
appointments and grants, but those are the result 
and not the cause of their control. Rarely do they 
ally their fortunes so completely with Washington 
as to risk overthrow if their friend leaves the White 
House. It takes an uprising of local citizens; not a 
shift of national power, to overthrow a boss. 

There have been many instances of machines that 
continued to flourish despite changes at Washington. 
A powerful Republican machine has ruled Philadel- 
phia for the greater part of 70 years (it is, incidental- 
ly, an ally of Willkie at this time), and it is still go- 
ing strong despite seven years of the New Deal. 
Kelly and Nash got their start under a Republican 
national administration, bitterly fought a Democratic 
Governor, Horner, and still play ball frequently with 
the G. O. P. on local issues. As Mr. Ickes said here 
the other day, “Machine corruption is bi-partisan.” 

Hague was originally * opponent of President 
Roosevelt, both before his first nomination and after 
his election. The New Deal has undergone no tongue- 
lashings more bitter than those of another Demo- 
cratic boss, Huey Long of Louisiana, and it was 
Federal prosecution, among other things, that finally 
wrecked the Long machine. The Pendergast ma- 
chine wags overthrown by similar means. 

Suppose Willkie is elected. Messrs. Kelly and 
Hague are not candidates for any office, and they 
could continue business as usual, except for elimina- 
tion of Federal patronage. Their fate will not be at 
stake next Tuesday. 

Mr. Willkie makes legitimate political medicine 
when he talks about the New Deal and its machine 
allies. But he is holding out false hopes if he leaves

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THE LITTLE FLOWER BLOOMS.

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| MEXICAN QUICK-CHANGE ACT. 
A Mexican embargo on war materials for Japan

HE voters of Missouri will have a chance 
T next Tuesday to alter the method by 

which their Judges are nominated and 
elected. Proposals 3 and 4 to amend the 
State Constitution, which will be on the bal- 
lot at the election, embody a new procedure, 
intended to free the courts as far as possible 
from all form of political pressure. 
The present system is about as unsatis- 
factory for that purpose as any that could 
be devised. It treats the administration of 
justice like every other elective office. 
The candidate must campaign, like any 
political aspirant, first for his nomination 
and then for his election. This necessity 
places a premium not on judicial qualifica- 
tions but on vote-getting ability. 
There are good jurists who are also good 
campaigners. But the combination is com- 
paratively rare, Many lawyers who had lit- 
tle to recommend them, except their po- 
litical connections or their handshaking pro- 
clivities, have been elected to the State 
bench under the existing arrangement, and 
many, otherwise qualified, have been re- 
jected or deterred even from seeking a court 
post, because they lacked such assets. 
The disadvantage of the present arrange- 
ment, however, does not stop there. For the 
campaign system tends inevitably to place 
the successful candidate under obligation 
to persons responsible for his election, and 
a sense of obligation is not conducive to 
impartial decisions. 
Many Judges so elected, of course, honor- 
ably resist all attempts to influence them. 
But the danger exists and by its very pres- 
ence is destructive of complete confidencé, 
in the State courts.

didates would be presented to the Governor 
by a nominating commission. In the case of 
the Supreme and Appellate courts, this com- 
mission would consist of three laymen ap- 
pointed by the Governor, three lawyers elect- 
ed by the bar and the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

In the case of the circuits, it would con- 
sist of two laymen, two lawyers and the 
Presiding Judge of the Appellate Court in- 
volved. 

Then the Governor would select one of 
the three nominees and give him an interim 
appointment. On this authority he would 
serve for a trial period of at least one year. 
At the next general election thereafter he 
would have to stand for confirmation on his 
record. He would have no opponent, but 
if he were defeated, he would immediatély 
cease to hold office and another nominee 
would be named by the Governor in his 
place. 

On the other hand, if the appointed Judge 
were confirmed, he would be entitled to re- 
main on the bench for his full term, at the 
end of which he would again have to sub- 
mit his record to the voters and run the 
risk of rejection. | 

The object of such an arrangement is to 
combine. the virtues of the appointive sys- 
tem, employed in the Federal and some 
State judiciaries, with the safeguards of a 
confirmatory election. 

Probably no one would contend that even 
this elaborate procedure is foolproof. But 
it has been described by no less an author- 
ity than the Journal of American Judicature 
Society as the “most promising method of 
judicial selection yet conceived in this coun- 
try.” 

It has been twice indorsed by the Missouri 
Bar Association. It is being supported in 
Kansas City and St. Louis by distinguished 
joint committees of laymen and lawyers 
and the petitions by which the proposed 
amendments were placed on the ballot bore 
twice the number of signatures required. 

This is one of the most important reforms 
ever submitted to the people of Missouri. 
It should be adopted.

A pleasant roomful of paintings 
and sculptures will be opened to- 
morrow at City Art Museum for 
the annual exhibition of work of 
St. Louis artists, which will con- 
tinue through Dec. 1. Entering 
the room, the visitor receives a 
strong impression of lively color. 
A walk around takes him past pic- 
tures. of varied styles and purposes, 
but of uniformly high technical 
competence. 

For the most part, it is a world 
of sunlight and bright textures 
that St. Louis artists have looked 
at°and painted. Except for Max 
Lazarus’ Dance of Death and 
Monnewe Wynn's Moonlight Wor- 
ship, there is little of the somber 
in the show. Portraits, landscapes, 
genre pieces and still lifes are alike 
cheerful. They are painted sub- 
stantially and naturally. Few of 
the mannerisms of extreme schools 
are to be found. 

The portraits are characteristic 
of the exhibit. Charles Quest’s 
prim, barelegged Peggy in blue and 
Charles Galt’s demure and grown- 
up Mary are both competent and 
colorful. James Fisher’s academic 
Jim and Marty L. Schweig’s strong- 
ly executed Conscript will please 
many. Other portraits are of older 
womer of character and pretty 
little girls. As a class they can be 
described as the kind anyone would 
be giad to sit for. 

Familiar Scenes, 

The same quality of pleasant- 
ness is in most of the other pic- 
tures, in the decorative flower ar- 
rangements, the street scenes of St. 
Louis’or landscapes along Highway 
66 that it is pleasant to recognize 
and identify, in the views of farms 
and hills and water. 

Some of the paintings have more 
strious content, as Quest’s panel in

Laws. Provide Penalty 


for Coercion. 


A resolution was adopted by the 
St. souls Board of Election Com- 
missioners late yesterday calling 
public attention to State and Fed- 
eral laws protecting the right of 
a citizen to vote without coercion 
or intimidation. 

The board said it would exer- 
cise “every possible diligence” to 
punish any person, company, or 
corpo-ation found guilty of violat- 
ing the election statutes. It re- 
quested anyone hearing of any 
election law violations to report to 
them to the board. The Depart- 
ment of Justice, the board an- 
nounced, has ‘:ven assurance of 
co-operation in investigation of 
any corrupt practice. 

Charles M. Hay, president of the 
board, told a Post-Dispatch §re- 
porter he had received “reports 
and rumors” from various sources 
that persons, companies and cor- 
porations were attempting to in- 
fluence employes’ votes. He said 
he had no names or evidence, 

The board cited various State 
and Federal laws governing the ex- 
ercise of the franchise. It pointed 
out it is illegal to threaten to dis 
charge anyone to influence or hin- 
der his vote. A corporation may 
be compelled to forfeit its charter 
or franchise if it attempts to in- 
fluence a voter or spends money to 
effect an election.

Democratic Chairman. Says

“We feel that the CIO construc- 
tion workers were lying dormant,” 
he said, “until we started our or- 
ganizing drive.

Gaining Weight By Patricia Lindsay 


O NUMEROUS are the women 
who want to slim that a beauty 
editor is apt to forget about the 
underweights. But they have their 
definite problems, too, for being un- 
der weight does not help one’s ap- 
pearance and it is detrimental to 
good health. The too-thin girl tires 
easily and she is quite likely to be 


nervous as her “protective pad” of 
fat is not sufficient to act as a 
shock absorber for her nerves. 
What few underweights realize is 
that their condition is caused be- 
cause their bodies are not function- 
ing normally. And it is usually in 
the digestive system where the trou- 
ble lies. 


Modern nutritionists advise us to 
flush out the mucus and impurities 
which have been collecting for some 
time and making it impossible for 
sufficient nourishment to be ab 
sorbed from the food we eat. For, 
as a matter of fact, many of the 
too-thin girls eat enormous meals. 
But the food is not absorbed. Sci- 
entific flushing of the body is done 
by eating nothing but fruit and 
vegetable juices for a few days. 
Fruit juices especially recommend- 
ed are orange, unsweetened pineap- 


ple and tomato. The vegetables 


juices (taken raw) are: Carrot, 
spinach, beet, celery, parsley and 
others. 


Once your digestive tract is clear 
of disturbing deposits eat sensibly. 
Include whole grains, fresh green 


vegetables, fruits every day, young 
tender meats and pure milk. Do 
not drink water with your meals, 
for water has a tendency to dilute 
the salivary juices in your mouth 
and to hinder digestion, 


Several times a day (between 
meals) mix one fresh egg yolk 
with a glass of orange juice. Add 
to it one tablespoon of honey. Beat 
until foamy. Or whip up one or 
two ripe bananas in a tall glass 
of milk two or three times a day 
for ripe bananas furnish the en- 
zyme which helps you to digest 
other foods. 


Every day the sun shines you 
should bask in it from one to two 
hours. Chew your food very care- 
fully. Never rush your meals. Take 
time to eat calmly. As thin types 
are likely to have smaller stomachs 
and shorter intestines it is more 
sensible for them to eat smaller 
meals but to eat more often, 

Exercise self-control. Do not wor- 
ry so much, Get plenty of rest and 
let a lot of little detail take care of 
itself. In other words don’t fuss. 

Remember that eggs, pecans, all 
fruits, all whole grains, honey, 
cheese, lean young meats, milk and 
cream, steak fish, and all vege- 
tables, are the foods you require 
to balance your nutrition. Until 
your menus are balanced, and you 
are giving your body all it needs 
to gain weight, it will never round 
out into alluring curves! In time 
you will instinctively know what 
and when to eat.

ABBAGE, in spite of the suc- 
C cess it has had among the nu- 

tritionists, remains the same 
modest and unassuming vegetable 
it has always been, available to the 
slimmest purse. It is one of those 
accommodating inexpensive foods 
which can be just as delicious as 
we care to make them. The secret 


is one of cooking. Cook cabbage 
quickly, until it is just barely ten- 
der (many people like it with a lit- 
tle of the crispness left in it), with 
a lot of boiling water, and without 
a cover, and you get a delicate fla- 
vor, beautiful color, and practically 
no odor. Cover it up and cook it 
hard and long, and you may get al- 
most anything, but you probably 
won't like what you get.

WO years in preparation,

lin picture, “The Great Dictator,” is 
at last on the screen and in current 
local exhibition at Loew’s Theater. 
It is a history-making picture, by 
the simple rule that anything Chap- 
lin makes is important, if only as 
the history of Chaplin. 


Happily it is more than that. As 
a screen artist, the great little fel- 
low is not forced to compete with 
either Mickey Rooney or Mickey 
Mouse for his share of laughter and 
public approval but even if he did, 
“The Great Dictator” would still be 
a great and vastly entertaining 
film, as of 1940, as of the-compari- 
sons of this year. 


Since its world premiere in the 
East two weeks ago, there has been 
a deal of discussion about it. New 
York’s reviewers were a bit dis- 
appointed. Some thought Chaplin 
should have stuck to his traditional 
character, that his impassioned ap- 
peal to the audience at the end of 
the two hour and six minute picture 
‘was out of key. But at both the 
Capitol and Astor theaters, attend- 
ance broke all records. 

Chaplin’s reply to his critics was 
simply this, “They had a groove all 
planned for me and I didn’t fall 
into it.” 


“The Great Dictator,” like all 


his others, is a one-man job. Chap-. 


lin wrote the script, worked out 
the “gags” and the “business,” made 
sketches for the art director to fol- 
low, directed himself and the other 
members of the cast, wrote a major 
part of the musical score and aided 
the film cutter in putting the pic- 
ture together. 


The picture, therefore, is an in- 
dividual expression. Paulette God- 
dard, who is Mrs. Chaplin in pri- 
vate life; Jack Oakie, Henry Dan- 
iell, Billy Gilbert, Reginald Gardi- 
ner and others do valiant service, 
but this is one occasion on which 
performances do not count. ‘Not 
even Chaplin’s, purely as a_ per- 
formance. The film transcends its 
elements.

determined by a coin in an indi-

too. What should happen, then, but 
that he should hiccup and sound 
like an old-fashioned church col- 
lection plate? It is pure Chaplin. 

The outstanding innovation is 
that Chaplin uses his cultivated, 
crisp English speaking voice 
throughout the film. And to good 
effect where he is delivering one 
of Hynkel’s harangues to the multi- 
tude. Here he uses a jumble of 
German and English syllables, fol- 
lowed by a string of umlauts and 
more snorts and backfires than an 
outboard motor, and climaxed by a 
coughing spell and a drink of 
water. And, in typical Chaplin 
flourish, Hynkel yanks out his 
belt and pours water inside his 
pants, maybe to cool himself off. 
It is screamingly funny.

ERSONALLY I think Hynkel is 

more amusing than the barber 

and despite his cruelty and bom- 
bast, he has his tender side. This 
may be an example of that deeper 
Chaplin insight. He has studied 
Herr Hitler very closely and the 
gentler Hynkel is perhaps not en- 
tirely myth.
